Government thrift stamps may be 
sold in any amount when they are 
being given as Christmas presents, 
according to the orders give out at 
Washington and sent to John Tits- 
worth, county chairman of the War 
Thrift stamp -campaign, (by P. P. 
Hawkins, sixth district chairman, to­ 
day. The rilling heretofore concern­ 
ing the amount of stamps that may 
be sold at one time, put the limit at 
one hundred dollars worth. Tile only 
condition is that no person who re­ 
ceives the stamps as a gift may re­ 
ceive more than one thousand dol­ 
lars worth, although the purchases 
of the donor may exceed that if his 
gifts are going to different parties.

Contagious 
diseases among school children are 
much more prevalent during the sec­ 
ond half of the school year than any 
other time. It is believed that these 
contagious diseases can be material­ 
ly reduced by having all of the outer 
garments of School Children cleaned. 
Millions of disease germs of every 
character accumulate in these gar­ 
ments worn week after week. 
The 
cleaning process will make them as 
clean and fresh as they were when 
bought new in September. 
The enormous drain,' made by the 
war, on the number of 
physicians 
and nurses is one of 
the reasons 
given 
for 
this 
movement. 
The
